Two 2/3" vidicons 

The optical system consisting of two 2/3" 
electrostatic focus/electromagnetic deflec¬ 
tion vidicon tubes, which handle the 
luminance and chrominance signals sepa¬ 
rately, assures astonishingly clear, sharp 
colour pictures; being also supported by 
the frequency-multiplex system. Picture 
resolution in the horizontal direction is 
more than 400 lines at the centre and 
brilliant colours are always the rule, even 
under low illumination of about 250 lux. 

Colour camera adapter 

The chrominance and luminance signals 
from the camera are converted into the 
standard PAL signals to be processed by 
ordinary television equipment. As well 
as three preset colour temperature 
settings - OUTDOOR, MORNING/ 
EVENING and INDOOR, manual fine 
colour adjustment (red, blue and Y-setup) 
is also provided to suit any lighting con¬ 
dition or to produce subtle colour tones 
for more precision or emphasis. 



Start/stop switch 

Being located on the front of the camera, 
it controls the camera on/off operation. 
If a connected video cassette recorder is 
equipped with a remote control jack, this 
switch can also control start/stop of 
recorder taping. 

Electronic viewfinder 

For prime recording assurance the elec¬ 
tronic viewfinder permits direct monitor¬ 
ing of the actual scenes being shot through 
its 1.5 inch CRT screen. The built-in 
aperture indicator accurately responds 
for optimum exposure.
